Whatever they 
wrote was connected with one part or 
other of this one great snbj<H!t, the 
redemption of sinners by Jesus 
Christ. And because they wrote on 
this one great subject, their writings 
naturally come together into one 
book.

The Bible is made up of a great 
many books, and was written at 
different periods through a long 
course of ages. The first book. Gen- 
esis, was written by Moses, and he waa 
born about 15G0 years before Christ ; 
and as be was one hundred and twenty 
years old when he died, his death was 
about the year 14-10 before Christ. 
Moses probalily wrote the book of 
Genesis several years before his death. 

The book of -Revelation was written 
by John towards tho close of the first 
Century after Christ. Thus at the 
time he wrote the Revelation, the book 
of Genesis was nearly 1601) years old. 
Yet these two hooks, as woll as all th»! 
intermediate ones are bound up in 
one volume. 

What a wonderful book is the 
Bible, to bo made up of ]iart8 written 
at surtT great distances of time. Yon 
have, perhaps, seen some old book 
printed one hundred years ago. -What 
a picture of antiquity is such a book T 
How much of a curiosity is it con- 
sidered. It was printed before your 
grand parents were born. The pajier 
and impression — how different are 
they from what you see in books 
printed at the present time. Now 
what do you suppose would be the 
difference of a book that had been in 
existence not merely a hundred years, 
but a thousand and five hundred 
years ? Try to picture to yourselves 
its venerable and ancient appearance. 

No other book, indeed, w.-is |>rinted 
so long acfo as fifteen hundred years, 
now could a l>ook be preserved 
through such a length of time, but I 
mention it for tho illustration, merely 
to show how aiftient was the oldest 
book of the Bible at the time the 
last book was written. It w.-is so old 
lhat had it not been renewed by 
lH>iiig written again, the material the 
In^ok was made of, wotild have crum- 
bled and mouldered away with age. 
liut the troubles of this first book 
liave not grinvu old by time. Tliey 
are as fresh now as wtien they were 
first declared. These troubles are 
forever new, because they are im- 
mortal in their nature. 

The wi iters of tlie Bible were very 
unlike each other in their oducatii.ns 
and their employ-meius. Moses Was 
eduC'Kted for a prince, Samuel waa a 
prophet, David a shepherd, Elisha a 
farmer, Amos a herdsman, Matthew 
a tax-gatherer, Tjuke a pliysioiau, Paul 
a lawyer and Peter a fisherman. Yet 
with all this diversity of employment 
and education, they agree so perfectly 
in their writings that their books.

As I bad not he;ird from Mr. 
Uudy by July 30th, I wrote to 
him and said I was very anxious lo 
hear from him. On Mtuiday (August 
1st) 1 wrote to him ilgiiiii. and iiiform- 
td him that after jt careful recoiisi 
deration, I withdrew my action in 
regard to the exchange of hiillsijwith 
roiisons for it, and said that 1 would 
e.\pectto hear from him in a day or 
two. When the two days had elaps- 
fd, I liad not yet heard from him, I 
begun to think it very strange, and 
then to fear that something' mischiev- 
ous must have hi»ppencd.

Editor Journal : — .\s made known 
befoie this, in the JToiiKNAT,, the tliinl 
Mimual reunion picnic of the mutes of 
^Maryland took jdace in grove No. 
8 Druid Hill Park, the sylvan pride 
of Ballivuore, on the 3d inst. The 
day bad been looked forward to with 
impatience, and heartfelt were the 
wishes that Old Probs iiiight let ns 
alone with gloomy prognostications. 
These were for once gratilied for 
the weathei. barring the boat, was all 
that could be desired. Old Sol shone 
in all his glory, and not a threatening 
cloud obscured the blue azure the live- 
long day.

I'he Supreme (Jourh, during it"

a novel and at the same time an inter- 
esting and \exed (|iiestioti. It concerns 
as much ministers of the gosfiel as it 
does the nieinhers of the bar, and 
even t.o a cerliiin extent the com 
III unity. 

A wofuiin of while def<cetil. had 
died leaving imrnovahle property, le- 
gitimate collaterals capable of inherit- 
ing from her. and a natiii'al daugliior 
of color. The child's mother had 
heen d«!af and diiinh from birth and 
wholly illiterate. The legitimate re 
lai iv<!s of the wftmaii contended that 
I liey were entitled to the inheiitaioe, 
the child never having bec^n recognized 
in writing by her motluM-; that even 
tluMi her mother had not hoen sane in 
mind and had been deprived of the 
MHO of her civil ri^dits by virtue of a 
judgment of interdiction; that 
hesides, the recognition of a child 
horn of persons iiica|iable of contract- 
iiig inarritige oonld receive no legal 
fianction. The child was horn beror*; 
tiie war between the Slates, ami was 
liaptized, the baptismal act stating 
her to be a natural child of a mother 
known to the clergyman hut of a 
father unknmvn to the world; the 
mother of the child was not preseiil 
where the baptism occurred but had 
remained in an adjoining room during 
I, lie cer(!m<)ny, and had not signcid the 
act. A ccrtitied copy of the act was 
offered in evidence, but its admission 
was cbjeclod to on the ground that 
the signatures of tiie jtarties to it 
could not he proved, they being oiiher 
dead or in unknown places of abode. 

It was held- by the Court that the 
document was an authentic one, and 
that, as a rule, all copies made by a 
custodian, are authentic documents. 
It was furtiior decreed that the 
acknowledgement of a mother, as in 
the jiresi^nt instance, need not be in 
writing; that it Ritffict^d. if by her own 
acts, repeatedly and in piihlic, as well 
as privately, siie treated the cliild as 
her own an<l that accordingly tlie 
child was entitled lo her estate in the 
absence of any pf>sitive inhibition on 
the part of the niothor. The 
identity, in the C!i,se at bar, bad Vieoii, 
conscfpientlv, siinici<'ntly c»tal)li,-ih(!d. 

The qiusiion was agitated, but not 
determined, whether the law, even if 
such an acknowhrdgment had to be 
written, w(uild strike with nullity 
the puhlic acts referred to whore a 
person horn deaf and diiinb, knew 
neither how to read nor write, and was 
therefore totally unfamiliar with the 
in'cnt and meaning of written or j)rint- 
ed language. 

The woman whose succcsiion in the 
present case was an object of litiga- 
tion, bad been declared insane by a 
court of competent jurisdiction, but 
onl^ long after the birth of her child, 
which in any event could not be pro- 
ductive of any legal result. 

Her child was coiiHequently re- 
o^jgnizcd as her only legal heir. 

The matter was decided by the 
Chief .Justice, who, in a learned and 
much admired opitiion, was on the 
occasion the organ of the court. It is 
certainly in accord wilh the rules of 
equity and Biipport.<'d by a common 
sense of jtisl ice which does honor to 
its author. It is the first case of the 
kind in the reports, and will, beyond 
a doiiht, serve as a just and im- 
rnovahle precedent in tlu; jurispru- 
dence of the Slate, to be followed by 
the successors in office of the present 
court with appnjbiitioii and com- 
mendation at their times, under 
similar circumstances. 



On tbe 22d of .Inly, a s(TioiiH ac- 
cident occurred to the eldest mm of 
Mr. Brigdei), a deaf-mute gentleman 
of Toronto. The little fellow (who is 
about ten or eleven year.s of a,go) was 
climbing a tree, when the branch on 
which ho was resting broke olF, and 
he was precipitated to the ground, 
a distance of about twelve or fiftei'ii 
feet. In the fidl bis neck struck 
with great force on the top of a 
broad fence.. On being picked 
np it was at first tliogbt he was dead.' 
For the greater ]iart of twenty-four 
hours ho lemained in an unconscious 
state; but we are glai to say tliat lie is 
now much better, and with ))roper 
care and quiet it is hoped he will 
ultimately recover. 

August 1st, was Toronto's civic 
holiday, and many of the mutes of the 
city went on picnics, excursions, etc,

On the 8d July William M. John 
son, of Napanoe dieil very suddcMily.

In Mr Thomas Broen's article pub 
lished in the Jouunal of the 28th nit., 
whictb I got and read to-day, I notice 
that " at the gen(!ral meeting of the 
graduates last December, 1880, Mr, 
K. M. Ziegler refused to give us the 
report of the Stat(! Coinmitt,e(\ when 
re(|uested." 1 will reply as far as I 
know. At that meeting, the ('hair 
man (Mr. J. D. Ziegler) stated that 
before the objf^ct of the meeting was 
accomplished, he wished the Chair- 
man of the »S'/f^f(!c (JmiuniUfC (myself) 
to state the object of the Convention 
and also his views relative to the 
s:ime, as some of those present miglit 
not have read about the su1)ject in tlu' 
.foiniNAL, and, therciforo, requested liini 
to do so. When I was about to rise 
from my seat to respond t<» this re 
quest, it was moved by a prominent 
mute that 1 should give them "tin- 
report of the State Committee," an<l 
then tb<! mover said 1 should make a 
report of .what the Committee had 
done since it began to jierform its 
duties. I asked the ('hairin.m who 
a|>pointed the State Committee, and 
if it was those present that !ippoirit,eil 
sai<l Conimittee. Then, 1 fftated Unit 
the State (Jommiit.eo was appointe<i 
by the Pennsylvania students at 
the National Deaf - Mute Col- 
lege, and they had a right to 
re<niire saiil Committee to make a re- 
port, whenever tiiey wanted it to do 
.so, but as those present did not ap- 
point said Committee, I thought that 
they had no right to leqiiire said 
(Jommittee to do as they jdeascd, ami 
therefore, felt that 1 was not bi>iind 
to make a report of what the Com 
mittee had done since its constitution. 
But the Chairman replied that 1 
might state tbe object of the conven- 
tion, and also my views relativo to the 
sartu', lis h« requested me to do. Ac- 
cordingly I did as requested by the 
Chairman. Had the mover re<(iiested 
me to give them the report of the 
State Committee in a polite way, 1 
believe that 1 would have been willing 
to do so as requested. 1 was never 
asked even by those present why 1 
" refustid" to give x,\u:xn the report of 
the Committee until 1 was in Philadel- 
phia last June. They should have 
asked me at that nu-eting, and, con- 
seqiienlly, they Would nev<!r have 
thought that the State Comtiiittee 
" tried to assume a dictatorial attitude 
o\er the mutes of Pbila<lel)iliia, and 
they even tried to force the mutes of 
Philadelphia to comply with the for- 
mer's wishes'' as they think.

Mrs 11. P. Arms, Jr., in his letter 
for the Journal of the 2l8t, nobly 
cotiiplains of the hostile feeling whicli 
many deaf-mute people in and near 
l*iiila<ielpliia entertain toward the ap- 
(jointirK^nt rif 1 lairisburg, instead of 
Pliiladui])hiii for the meeting of their 
coming convention. This is, no 
doubt, very riatiinil. They know 
they are the most nnincrous detif peo- 
ple whi(^li live togclher in .-iny eqnn! 
part of their State, and, therefore, 
can hardly helji feeling strange at the 
iippointment of s'?) distint a ])laco an 
Harnsbnrg. But Mr. Z ig'or. Chair 
man of th(! ComniilliM' on Arrang*!- 
ftK^nts, who, though h t niny have 
maile a mistake in ajipointtnent (jer- 
lainly has in his he:irt a noblft love 
for de.'if niut(!S to make him regret the 
mistake, has idliriped that the error 
cannot be correcled. " What, haw 
been done ciiiinot be undone.'' There- 
fore, those disjileas'ed with the mat 
ter can hardly lie wise to be burned 
with nxelisK f/rief any longer. They 
wouhl better t,ake pains to know that 
the wrong step cannot now be helped, 
as Mr. Zoijjler has afliiiiied.
